NUERNBERG, Aug. 30 
Radio) — In final summation 
against the indicted group known 
as the “General Staff and High 
Command,” Brig. Gen. Telford 
Taylor of the American prosecu- 
tion today derided the defense 
claim that German military lead- 
ers were helpless tools in Adolf 
Hitler’s clutch. 

“It is nof true,” he asserted, 
“that the generals were mere pup- 
pets without influence on Hitler 
or the course of events. If the 
Fuehrer prevailed at times so at 


times did the Wehrmacht. 
“Hitler wished to launch his 


major attack against the west in| 


the fall of 1939. Field Marshal 
von Brauchitsch and other com- 
manders persuaded him to post- 
pone it till the spring of 1940. 
Against the Fuehrer’s judgment 
he was drawn into the Norwegian 
and Danish adventure by Grand 
Admiral Erich Raeder. Despite 
attempts to establish the con- 
trary, Hitler was never so stupid 
as to act without the benefit of 
military advice. 

“The chief instrumentalities, the 
pillars, of the Third Reich were 
the National Socialist party and 
the armed forces. Both were ex- 
pressions of the same philosophy 
of life. They were bound indis- 
golubly together for the executing 
ef a common task, which was ter- 
ritorial aggrandizement by means 
of conquest. Each depended on 
the success or downfall of the 
ether.” = ste 

Toleration of Murder. 

The speaker charged that the 
generals fed, housed and supplied 
the Einsatz commandos or 
“murder task forces” of Heinrich 
Himmler and furnished them with 
facilities of transport and com- 
munication. Some commanders 
actively abetted these sanguinary 
units: the attitude of most re- 
garding mass exterminations was 
described as having been at best 
one of toleration or “calculated 
indifference.” 

Taylor heaped scorn on the con- 
tention that the generals remained 
biandly ignorant of massacres of 
tens of thousands of persons which 
were perpetrated within their 
areas, 

“The idea is utterly. preposter- 
ous,” he exclaimed, “that Himm- 
ler’'s extermination squads flitted 
through Russia murdering Jews 
and Communists on a vast scale, 
but secretly and unbeknown to 
the Army. Such a plea is the des- 
perate sparring of men who have 
mo recourse but to say what Can- 
mot be true. It would provoke a 
smile if the facts were not so dark 
sand sickening. 

“A military area, even far be- 
hind the front, is not a desert in 
which one can wander to and fro 

unchallenged. It is. a veritable 
maze of rear headquarters, truck- 
ing companies, ammunition and 
| gasoline dumps, railway guards, 
gtockades for prisoners of war, 
‘antiaircraft batteries, airfields, 
engineers, ordnance units and mo- 
tor pools.

technical committee of the United 
Nations atomic energy commis- 
sion had reached unanimous 
agreement on measures necessary 
for effective world supervision. 
Recommendations of the scien- 
tists, representing all delegations 
of the 12-nation commission, will 
be submitted next week to the 
working committee for approval, 
it was announced. Meanwhile the 
technical group will meet Tuesday 
afternoon at Lake Success to put 
finishing touches to the report. 


Only a few minor phases remain 
to be completed, it was said. 
Unanimous approval of all mem- 
bers is certain, a United Nations 
spokesman emphasized. 

Activities of the atomic ‘energy 
commission and its various com- 
mittees has remained suspended 
for several weeks pending the re- 
port of the scientific committee. 
The control committee, deadlocked 
in a dispute between adherents of 
American proposals for atomic 
contro] and rival Soviet recom- 
mendations, frankly awaited word 
from the scientists before continu- 
ing argument on political aspects 
of the schemes. 

Originally created to devise 
means for exchanging scientific 
information, the task of the scien- 
tists assumed major significance

St. Louisans, given a preview of 
autumn when the mercury 
dropped near the half-way mark 
last night, were warned to keep 
their fall clothing handy for at 
least another 24 hours, as the 
thermometer is expected to regis- 
ter a low of 56 degrees tomorrow 
morning, 

Many St. Louisans who piled on 
blankets last night and donned 
topcoats this morning were con- 
vinced they had endured some of 
the coolest August weather on rec- 
ord, Meteorologist Harry MF. 
Wahlgren pointed out today, how- 
ever, that the August of 1934 took 
top honors, when the twenty-ninth 
came up with a low of 52 de- 
grees, or six degrees lower than 
yesterday. This morning’s read- 
ing of 55.5 at 7 o’clock* wag the 
lowest for Aug. 30 in 31 years. 
Thc month’s mean temperature 
of 74 degrees wasn’t much to brag 
about, either, although it was 3.5 
degrees below the average. The 
coolest August on -ecord was in 
1915, when 70.4 was listed. How- 
ever, Wahlgren said, abnormally 
cool Augusts are followed by un- 
usually warm Septembers, and St.

U.S. TO SEEK INDEMNITIES 
FOR YUGOSLAV ATTACKS 


Request Arising From Downing of 
Planes, Killing of Flyers Not 
Yet Presented. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 30 (AP)— 
Under Secretary of State Acheson 
said today the United States would 
seek indemnities from Yugoslavia 
for loss of life and property in two 
recent attacks on American planes. 
He told his press conference 
that a request for indemnities has 
not been presented as yet because 
the State Department is awaiting 
a full report on all particulars of 
the two incidents, 
In response to a question, Ache- 
son said he did not know whether 
Marshal Josip (Tito) Broz had put 
in writing his expression of regret 
that the incidents had occurred 
and his assurances that they 
would not be repeated. 


WHOLESALE PRICE INCREASE 


Index Puts It at 18.9 Per Cent 
Since Lapse of OPA. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 30 (AP)— 
The bureau of labor statistics yes- 
terday reported its index of whole- 
sale food prices during the week 
ended Aug. 24 was 5.3 per cent 
higher than a month ago and 30.6 
per cent above the last week in 

une. 

The index of prices of about 9800 
commodities in the wholesale mar- 
ket including both food and non- 
food’ items was 128.4 per cent of 
the 1926 average, It rose 3.5 per 
cent above the last week in July 
and was 13.9 per cent higher than 
before suspension of price con- 
trols at the end of June. 


NCW INFORMATION 
IN DOUBLE KILLING 
FOR GRAND JURY 


Man Who Said He Saw 
Body at Resort Changes 
Story — 3 Bartenders 
Also Questioned. 


Prosecuting Attorney Stanley 
Wallach announced today he 
would present to the §8t. Louis 
county grand jury the new de- 


velopments in the mysterious mur- 
ders of Howard W. Akers, former 
convict, and Fabian T. DeClue, 
last Thanksgiving eve, when the 
grand jurors meet next Tuesday 
at Clayton. | 

The developments, as reported 
exclusively in the Post-Dispatch 
yesterday, came to light with the 
statement of Dan Rudloff, tavern 
owner and former chief of police 
of Ovefland, that he had seen the 
body of one man on the floor of 
the bar of the Duffy & Zimmer 
resort at Creve Coeur lake at the 
approximate time of the murders. 

Sheriff Arthur C, Mosley today 
questioned Rudloff and the three 
bartenders who worked at the 
Duffy & Zimmer resort at the 
time of the murder. Rudloff 
changed his story and told Mosley 
he had not been to the resort nor 
had he seen a body there. 

Rudloff yesterday gave a 
Post-Dispatch reporter a detailed 
account of the incident, in which 
he described his visit to the re- 
sort, finding of a body in the bar- 
room, and his flight from the 
scene. 

Sheriff Mosley said the case was 
still being investigated. 

Deputies Sent to Resort. 

Deputy Sheriffs. Harry Newbold 
and Joseph McGuire were sent to 
the resort yesterday by Chief 
Deruty William Smith following 
publication of Rudloff’s statement. 
Newbold and McGuire searched 
the combined restaurant, hotel 
and bar for any evidence of gun- 
fire or bloodstains. They were 
hampered, however, because in 
the nine-month interval the build- 
ing had been remodeled. 

Mike Duffy, surviving partner 
of the resort firm, told the depu- 
ties he “believed” he was at the 
resort on Thanksgiving eve, help- 
ing his wife while she stuffed a 
turkey. He said he was certain, 
however, that there had been no 
shooting there. Dan Zimmer, the 
other partner, was injured -fatally 
last April when a stove fuel tank 
exploded as he wag repairing it, 

Duffy told the officers Akers 
came to his establishment about 
three or four times prior to his 
death, always in the afternoon 
and usually accompanied by a 
woman, He said he did not know 
DeClue. Akers, he said, introduced 
himself as the owner of a bar at 
Grand boulevard and Hickory

Mrs. O’Leary, who now lives 
with a brother at 1050 Wall street, 
declared she was “amazed” when 
her husband made the revelation 
to her in DePaul Hospital, where 
he was dying of cancer, 

Refused to Discuss Matter. 
“When I asked him more about 
it he grefused to discuss the mat- 
ter,” she asserted. “He wouldn’t 
tell me how he got the money, 
how much he got or what he did 
with it. All he would say was: 
‘It’s bad enough without getting 
you mixed up in it.’ 

“I never saw a penny of the 
money. Ever since we were mar- 
ried I worked and we always lived 
well within our income. Right 
now I’m a pauper; when Joe died 
I had to sell our furniture and 
some of my personal things to 
pay the funeral expenses.” 

O'Leary represented to associa- 
tion officérs’ that the loans he 
obtained mostly were for fellow- 
policemen who did not want it 
known that they were borrowing 
money outside the department’s 
credit union. 

Circuit Attorney James W. Grif- 
fin said today his office had re- 
ceived no complaint in connection 
with the loan company matter. He 
added that he would confer with 
his assistant in charge of grand 
jury cases, William J. Geekie, on 
the advisability of an inquiry to 
determine whether there was a 
violation of criminal statutes. 

Association officers declined to 
discuss the firm’s predicament, 
referring all inquiries to Abraham 
Davis, attorney and son of Harry 
Davis, association secretary. Abra- 
ham Davis has been named as- 
signee of the firm’s assets by the 
directors, with instructions to 
distribute assets among creditors. 

He told the Post-Dispatch that 
he is investigating to determine

“I don’t 
know yet how the firm’s directors 
handled the transactions, but if 
they made joans to fictitious per- 
sons through O'Leary, they might 
have been negligent in not check- 
ing the authenticity of the bor- 
rowers, They could have found 
it out easily enough, but it looked 
like good business as payments on 
loans were made promptly and 
the firm seemed to be making 
money.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30 (AP)—

A Civilian Production Adminis- 
tration spokesman told a reporter 
today these facts on men's 
clothes: 

Fifteen million men still will be 
hunting suits on Dec. 31, 10946. 

Not until 1948 will suits be plen- 
tiful enough for men to be choosy. 

The shirt scarcity will last for a 


year, 

There'll be a shorts shortage for 
six to 12 months. 

CPA Administrator John D. 
Small reported last night that 
168,000,000 pairs of women's stock- 
ings and 65,000,000 men’s shirts 
were produced in April, May and 
June, but 40 per cent of the stock- 
ings were something other than 
nylons 4nd 40,000,000 of the shirts 
were sports shirts. 

The women are better off. 
Manufacturers say that’s because 
there is more profit in turning 
out women’s garments. 


According to the CPA, women 


now get almost all the slips and 
underpretties they need. Most of 
the city women are well fixed for 
hose, although some rural dwell- 
ers still have rayon and nylon 
troubles. 

There are plenty of women’s 
pretty suits but they are expen- 
sive. Sports clothes have been s0 
plentiful some shops are sending 
shipments back to the manufac- 
turers. 

The CPA has kept styles pretty 
well tied down with an order that 
Himits the length of the skirt, the 
size of the hem, the length of the 
sleeves and the fullness of the 
sleeves and dress. 

Some proposals have called for 
longer skirts. 

“If we let the line down as much 
as two inches,” said the CPA 
spokesman, “it would take 50,000,- 
000 more yards of goods.”

COUNCIL OF UN 
REFUSES TQ GIVE 
UKRAINE, GREECE 
SEATS AT FEARING 


Delegates Then Debate 
Whether to Take Up 
Former Charges Now 
—Russia Seeks Details 
on Troops.

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Aug. 30 
(AP)—The United Nations Secur- 


ity Council declined today to in- 
vite representatives of the Soviet 
Ukraine and Greece to sit at the 
council table while the delegates 
debated whether to hear Ukrainian 
charges against Greece at this 
time. 

The vote showed six delegates 
for inviting them, three against. 
Brazil, Australia, Russia, Mexico, 
The Netherlands and Poland 
voted for it while the United 
States, United Kingdom and 
France opposed. Two delegates 
abstained. Seven affirmative votes 
were required. 

In debate just before the vote, 
Sir Alexander Cadogan of Great 
Britain and Dr, Eelco N. Van 
Kleffens of The Netherlands re- 
minded Andrei <A. Gromyko, 
Soviet delegate, that he had op- 
posed hearing the Iranian repre 
sentative last spring under similar 
circumstances, , 

After the vote, Alexandre 
Parodi of France said the council 
must first decide whether to put 
the Ukrainian charges on the 
agenda. 

The delegates debated to deter- 
mine whether to give immediate 
hearing to the Ukrainian charges. 

Dimitri Manuilsky, grey-haired 
foreign minister of the Soviet 
Ukraine who filed the charges 
last weekend, sat in the front 
row of the crowded council cham- 
ber waiting to be called to the 
table. Also waiting was Vassili 
Dendramis, Greek representative 
named to represent his country if 
the opportunity is given. 

The council session opened with 
the president, Dr. Oscar Lange 
of Poland, reading a letter from 
Greece asking for a seat at the 
table to discuss the case and a 
letter. from Manuilsky saying he 
was ready to offer any informa- 
tion desired on his complaint. 

The council met with a surprise 
case handed in by Soviet Russia 
still fresh on its books. : 

Russia called on the council late 
yesterday to determine the num- 
bers and positions of Allied troops 
and the whereabouts of Allied air 
and sea bases in countries other 
than occupied former enemy terri- 
tory.

Gregorie Semenov, Cossack coun- 
ter-revolutionary leader, was sen- 
tenced today to be hanged and five 
of his co-defendants were ordered 
shot, at the end of their trial on 
charges of bearing arms against 
Russia and spying for Japan. The 
remaining two defendants were 
given long prison terms at hard 


labor. 

Those ordered shot were Con- 
stantine V. Rodzaevski, Alexis P. 
Bakshaev, Lev P.. Vasilevsky, 
Boris N. Shepunov, and Ivan A. 
Mikhailov. Former Prince Nikolai 
Ukhtomsky was sentenced to 
spend 20 years at hard labor and 
Lev P. Okhotin to 15 years pena! 
servitude. 

Semenov, 56-year-old onetime 
White Guard lieutenant general 
and leader of anti-Bolshevik Rus- 
sians in Manchuria for 25 years, 
asked for mercy in a final state- 
ment to the court, citing the full 
confession he made. 

Of those who received death 
sentences two declined to ask for 
clemency. They were Shepunov,

“We know that British troops 
have been in Greece for some 
time, and now some war vessels 
are to be sent from the United 
States,” he said. 

The United States announced 
Tuesday that the aircraft carrier 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and its es- 
corting cruisers and destroyers 
would visit Greek ports next week, 
just after the Sunday plebiscite, 

Group Votes for Red Claim. 

A few hours after Molotov’s at- 
tack the conference's Italian eco- 
nomic commission approved the 
Soviet claim for $100,000,000 in 
reparationg from Italy over a 
seven-year period.

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JAPANESE THREW 
HELPLESS CHINESE 
TO STARVING DOGS, 
TRIBUNAL IS TOLD 


Affidavits Introduced to 
Show Atrocities Spread 
Over Occupied China 
—Rape of 20,000 in 
Nanking Related. 


TOKYO, Aug. 30 (AP) — Vic- 
tory-crazed Japanese troops in 
North China threw helpless 
Chinese to starving police dogs, 
which tore the victims to sheds, 
the war crimes tribunal heard to- 
day. 

“Tl gaw them bitten to death,” 
gaid an affidavit taken from 
Cheng Ting-kiang, now a war 
crimes judge in China. 

His testimony was introduced by 
the prosecution to show that the 
infamous “rape of Nanking” in 
1937 was not the only Japanese 
victory orgy in China, but that it 
extended into the remotest prov- 
inces. 

Twenty thousand women and 
girls raped, “thousands of inno- 
cent civilians” mowed down by 
mass machine gun fire and bodies 
left to rot in the streets for a 
month were some of the gruesome 
details of the Nanking episode de- 
ecribed to the tribunal. 

Ponds throughout Nanking’s in- 
ternational area were filled with 
bodies which the Japanese would 
not allow to be buried, a German 
embassy clerk, W. Maier, said in a 
statement made one week after 
the city fell. 

Yao Hwa-liu, a 29-year-old 
Chinese soldier prisoner of war in 
Japan, told of seeing eight Japa- 
nese soldiers rape a 13-year-old 
girl in his native Hopei village 
and watching her die. 

Saw 60 Burned or Shot. 

Pi Shu-tang, 22, a Chinese civi- 
lian, said he watched 60 men, 
women and children in Hopei 
forced into a house, which was set 
afire. All who attempted to es- 
cape were mowed down with ma- 
chine guns, he said. 

In May, 1942, he said, 100 Japa- 
nese soldiers forced Chinese women 
to parade nude in the streets and 
all villagers who refused to look 
were beaten on their heads with 
rifle butts. 

A report from United States 
‘Ambassador Nelson T. Johnson on 
May 1, 1938, to the State Depart- 
ment, which was presented to the 
court, said the Japanese system- 
atically murdered anyone suspect- 
ed of having served in the Chinese 
army. He estimated that “well 
over 20,000 have been executed in 
this manner.” 

Other affidavits by Chinese ci- 
vilians were introduced to show 
that Japanese atrocities spread 
over the entire area under their 
eontrol and continued until] the 
war's end. 

A report by Chen Kwang-yl, & 
Nanking district court official, 
gaid the full extent of the slaugh- 
ter and frightfulness in Nanking 
still is not known nine years aft- 
er the event, but that investiga- 
tions are continuing. 

60,000 Put to Death. 

Yt described one incident in 
which 60,000 Chinese, including 
children, were starved for several! 
days and finally put to death by 
machine-gun fire and bullets. 

The bodies were saturated with 
kerosene and burned, or thrown 
into the Yangtze river, the report 
said. 

Japanese military police roam- 
ing Nanking arrested civilians on 
the ground they were “soldiers” 
and killed them on the spot, the 
account added. 

“There were incidents in which 
water or kerosene was forced into 
the victims’ nose and mouth, fre- 
quently leaving him at the point 
of death,” the report said. “Mili- 
tary polce forbade the victims to 
moan or cry out in pain. Any in- 
fraction led to mass beatings.” 

The document listed by name 
many individual Japanese soldiers 
and Army units that participated 
in the orgy. 

An affidavit by another Chi- 
mese, Cheng Wel-hsia, said the 
Japanese captured 100 members of 
an anti-Japanese group, mostly 
men and women in their early 
twenties, and held and tortured 
some of them for as long as five 
years.

PRO-SOVIET ‘FREE GERMANY’ 
GROUP LINKED TO SPY CASE 


zation Is Believed 


Espionage Officers Say Clandestine Organi- 


Operating in U.S., 


British, French Zones—15 Arrested. 


By RICHARD A. O'REGAN 


30 (AP)—Intelligence officers of 
the United States Forces in Europe 
said today a Soviet-sponsofed Ger- 
man clandestine movement was 
believed to be operating on a large 
scale in the three western zones 
of Germany. 

The officers made this report in 
‘connection with the espionage ar- 
rests at Stuttgart of 15 Germans 
with Soviet sympathies. An an- 
nouncement said the ringleader 
had confessed to furnishing the 
Russians information of American 
troop movements. 

(The United Press quoted mill- 
tary government legal officials at 
Stuttgart as saying counter-intelli- 
gence officers had ordered charges 
against the 15 dropped, There 
was no explanation.) 

The officers said “the Free Ger- 
many group was, according to best 
available information,” operating 
in the American and British zones 
and recently had become active in 
the French zone of occupation. 
The activities of the movement 
were officially described = as 
“illegal.” The officers indicated 
that further arrests might be ex- 
pected. 

Formed in Moscow in 1943. 
The Stuttgart Germans were de- 
scribed as members of the “Free 
Germany” committee formed in 
Moscow in 1943, which originally 
was headed by Gen. Walther von 
Seydlitz. Fifty-seven other Ger- 
man generals were known to be a 
part of it.. 

“The Free German Commit- 
tee,” intelligence officers said, 
“had a membership of about 
1,000,000 German officers and men. 
It is reported that all the members 
of this movement have been con- 
verted to Communism and that 
some of them have returned to 
the United States zone.” 

The committee has been re- 
ported dissolved, they said, along 
with the subsidiary League of 
German Officers sponsored by the 
Soviets in 1943 as an anti-Nazi 
propaganda weapon. 

“However, the best available in- 
formation points to continued 
existence of the Free Germany 
Committee, which is illegal in the 
United States zone and the British 
zone,” it was added. 

“Some of the German officers 
have returned to Germany to as- 
sist in German Communist party 
activities.” 


No Statement on Number. 
The officer refused to say how 
many members of the Free Ger- 
many Committee were in the zone 
or were suspected of acting as So- 
viet agents, 

“Clandestine activities of the 
group have cropped up from time 
to time within the American zone, 
but they have been smashed every 
time they have raised their heads,” 
an officer declared, 

In connection with the Stuttgart 
arrests, a United States source in- 
dicated that one Russian officer 
involved in the spy ring’s dealings 
had been allowed to return fo So- 
viet territory. 

“We'd like to be hard on them,” 
he asserted unofficially, “but their

How Groyp Operated. 

Explaining how the Stuttgart 
group operated, headquarters 
charged:

Kazmare 
confessed that he turned over 
American secrets to the Soviet 
repatriation mission in Stuttgart. 

Last December, he had gathered 
around him a group of Soviet sym- 
pathizers, who all were members 
of the Free Germany Committee. 

Kazmarek then made contact 
with a Maj. Droschin, a Russian 
secret police agent who was as- 
sociated with the founding of the 
committee in Moscow, and began 
to build himself a larger organiza- 
tion. 

Got Job With Americans, 

Kazmarek got a job as an 
agent of Stuttgart Military Gov- 
ernment’s “special branch,” an in- 
telligence outfit. He also posed as 
an informer of the Army's Coun- 
ter-Intelligence Corps, 

All the while, he worked hard 
to gain official recognition of his 
Free Germany organization. The 
Army realized what he was doing 
and encouraged him, giving his 
organization legal rights and 
allowing it to grow larger. 

The C.1.C;, however, maintained 
an informer in the ranks, Kaz- 
marek became Known as a power- 
ful man and a dangerous one to 
cross. 

He forced protection money and 
food from small Stuttgart shop- 
keepers and businessmen who had 
Nazi party records to conceal. He 
ousted any members of his group 
who disagreed with him. 

Crackdown Followed. 

When he felt his group was 
strong enough to contact Russian 
agents again, Kazmarek sent a 
courier into the Russian zone of 
Germany to announce his pro-

American authorities, The 
immediately cracked down 
broke up his organization. 

The public relations division of 
the United States forces in the 
European theater, in an announce- 
ment confirming yesterday's Stutt- 
gart report of the arrest of the 
15, identified only Kazmarek and 
quoted him as saying: 

“It is clear we support the 
Soviet policy to the limit. A few 
of us in a small circle are more 
to them than a few divisions. 
When the East attacks, ministers 
will disappear in a hurry.” 

Electrical recordings of conver- 
sations among the conspirators 
disclosed that the group was 
dedicated to a long-range political 
program intended to penetrate 
United States military circles 
with Germans sympathetic to 
Russia, the announcement said.

BASIC INDUSTRIES REPORTED 
RUNNING AT NEAR CAPACITY 


CPA Head Says Full Output of Finished 
Goods Is Within Sight—Record 
" Employment. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30 (AP)—, 
The country’s basic industries, 
straining to catch up with public 
demand for goods, have nearly 
ee the limit of their capac- 

y. 

The Civilian Production Ad- 
ministration said last night that 
having attained “continuous, high 
level” output, the steel, coal, rail 
and the power industries cannot 
push much higher in the near 
future, 

CPA Administrator John D. 
Smal said “That means that in- 
dustry is within sight of full pro- 
duction of finished goods if indus- 
trial peace continues.” 

The gross national product—the 
value of the country’s productive 
effort, in 1939 dollars—hit a $130,- 
000,000,000 annual rate in the 
April- May - June quarter, Smal) 
said, 

(This would be equal to more 
than $185,000,000,000 measured in 
terms of the 1946 dollar, which 
has smaller purchasing power.) 

“A somewhat larger increase is 
now indicated for the third quar- 
ter, which may bring gross na- 
tional production to within 5 
per cent of the all-time peak of 
$142,000,000,000," the report said. 
The peak was the second quarter 
of last year, the period of all-out 
arms production. 

Civilian employment hit the un- 
precedented total of 58,100,000. The 
expansion of factory and commer- 
Cial activity was indicated by the 
fact that the entire increase of 
1,400,000 over June was in non- 
farming jobs. 

Increase in’ Spending. 

Despite this “full employment,” 
Small estimated that more than 
5,000,000 workers—3,000,000 women 
and 2,000,000 men — have with- 
drawn from the labor force in the 
year since V-J day. The term 
“labor force” covers those in the 
armed services as well as those in 
civillan employment, 


Income payments to individuals 
showed a rise in the second quar- 
ter for the first time since the 
liquidation of war production 
began after victory in Europe.

Changes Mean Advance 
of 30 Pct. on Fabrics 
Since March — 2500 
OPA Men to Fight 
Black Market in Meat, 


WASHINGTON Aug. 30 (AP)— 


OPA granted another price in- 
crease in cotton garments today 
and acknowledged it might not be 
the last. The new increase, about 
2% per cent at textile mills, will 
mean another increase of 1 to 2 
per cent on cotton apparel sold at 
retail, the agency said, Today's 
revision, the fourth since March, 
brought the total increase for basic 
fabrics to more than 30 per cent. 

An OPA pricing official told a 
reporter that any attempts at 
stabilizing cotton textile prices at 
the new level would depend al- 
most entirely on what happens to 
the prices of raw cotton. Under 
the OPA extended act the agency. 
is required to fix fabric prices at 
a level that will reflect the cur- 
rent cost of raw cotton, or parity, 
whichever is the higher. Raw cot- 
ton prices have been increasing 
steadily. 

A 16 per cent increase earliey 
this month was the first under the 
new OPA act. Prices previously 
had been increased 8% per cent in 
March and 5 per cent in April. 
The last two incfeases will not be 
felt by consumers until the goods 
make their way from mills to re- 
tail counters in about. three 
months. 

A 48 per cent increase Was 
granted today in the prices of 
tricycles, wagons, scooters, air- 
planes, trucks, automobiles and 
other children's metal wheel goods. 
OPA said the increase would al- 
low for higher labor and materials 
costs to manufacturers since last 


year. 


War on Black Market. 

Meanwhile, the OPA enforce- 
ment branch got ready for a 
sweeping drive against black mar- 
ket operations in meat under the 
direction of Irving Gruber, former 
chief of the agency's litigation 
section. 

Saying he will put 2500 enforce- 

ment agents in the field, Gruber 
told a reporter, “We expect to stop 
all violations.” 
' He declared that OPA “aims to 
keep meat prices within reach of 
the general public through a rigid 
enforcement of ceilings at all 
levels.” 

Gruber's force of agents will be 
double that used under former 
price ceilings. Field offices through- 
out the United States have re- 
cruited the additional agents, 
mostly from war veterans, and the 
time since controls expired June 
30 has been used to train these 
men. 

OPA pricing experts have been 
working overtime on the new meat 
ecilings ordered by Secretary of Ag- 
riculture Anderson. They expect 
to announce these today or to- 
morrow. The new retail ceilings 
will go into effect Sept. 9.

Shelbyville (Mo.) Man Says He Had Never 
Seen Widow but Was Offered Money 
While He Was Drunk.

SHELBYVILLE, Mo., Aug. 30— 
A detailed admission of his part

IT was drink- 
ing heavier then. So he opened the 
door and we walked in and he 
says, ‘Here she is. You take one 
part and I will take the other’. 

“I took her by the arms and he 
took her by the legs and we car- 
ried her to the well and put her 
in head-first, and then we run 
back to the car and he took me to 
Clarence and I stayed in Clarence 
that night, but I can’t recall 
where, and the next morning I got 
up, I was up in town. 

“I bought some more whisk 
and I caught a ride out to my 
dad's farm with my neighbor, 
Fred Vickers, and I went to the 
farm home. “While we was carry- 
ing this lady out, she was scream- 
ing and hollering for dear life and 
Stanley pulled some kind of a 
mask over her face to keep her

“And I* would have never been 
in this deal if it hadn’t been for 
Sam Brown, because I never had 
no trouble in all my life and I was 
drinking to boot, and Sam Brown 
paid me in $5 and $10 bills, and I 
never saw Sam any more for quite 
some time and he never men- 
tioned it to me at all; and it was 
just on my mind so I come before 
the Court.” 

“It set me to drinking, T couldn't 
work, couldn't eat, couldn't rest, 
was nervous running from one 
town to another working one 
place two or three weeks, going 
working another place and I just 
come up and give it up where I 
can sleep and rest, and I am here 
to pay my penalty. I helped do it 
and I am here to pay my penalty, 
whatever it may be.

According to records at the re- 
corder’s office here, Hiram and 
Dora Bachstein, on Jan. 27, 1938, 
gave Stanley Brown a deed to a 
58acre farm located five miles 
northwest of Clarence and re- 
served a life interest in the farm. 
On Sept. 16, 1939, they gave a bill 
of sale to Stanley Brown for all 
of their household goods, livestock, 
farm implements, a gold watch 
and two diamond rings. Bachstein 
died in February 1941. 

Guardian Appointed. 

On Nov. 10, 1941, Mrs. Bach- 
stein was adjudged of unsound 
mind in probate court here and 
W. H. Sears of Clarence was ap- 
pointed her guardian. On Nov. 18, 
7941, Sears, accompanied by two 
other men, went to her home to 
take her to Clarence, where she 
could receive proper care. As they 
walked past the well on the way 
to the house they noticed the 
boards covering the top were ajar, 
looked in and saw her body float- 
ing on top of the water. 

After her death there were num- 
erous rumors and conjectures in 
the community and facts about 
her business relations caused the 
Shelby county grand jury to order 
an autopsy. The body was re- 
moved from the vault at Maple- 
wood cemetery in Clarence on 
Nov. 25, 1941, and an autopsy per- 
formed with negative results. 

Hunolt was arrested recently for 
drunkenness at Clarence by Sher- 
iff Hooper. After he was locked 
in jail he started mumbling about 
when he and Stanley Brown threw 
a woman in a well and got $50 for 
it. He pleaded guilty to the 
charge of drunkenness and was 
taken to Macon where he first 
denied, then later confessed, that 
he and Stanley Brown threw Mrs. 
Bachstein in the well.

The Russian viewpoint is that 
atomic weapons should be out-

A prime factor of the Baruch 
plan is a scheme of world inspec- 
tion by an international Atomic 
Development Authority to prevent 
misuse of atomic energy and stim- 
ulate application, to beneficial 
principles. Russia has held out 
steadily thus far against that re- 
quirement. The report of the 
scientific committee will have im- 
portant bearing on the merits of 
that dispute. 

Acceptance of the report by the

Writer Assails: Story About 
Man From Moon, Says It

MOSCOW, Aug. 30 (AP)—S. 
Krushinsky, writing in the Com- 
munist party organ Pravda, says 
fairy tales should be full of social 
significance. 

The Russian journalist attacked 
the children’s magazine Murzilka 
yesterday for publishing a story

Krushinsky said the Bibigon 
who figures in the story was a 
liar, a braggart and a coward, 
was “a deformed character” and 
that redding and hearing about 
him was harmful to; children. 

Krushinsky also found fault 
with the magazine Pioneer, which 
he said “limits itself to elemen- 
tary instructions on how to tie 
knots and make traveling bags,” 
instead of acquainting its youth- 
ful readers with the answers to 
the life struggle in the Socialist 
fatherland and on politics, eco- 
nomics and allied matters. 

Editors have no right to make 
an ideological mistake, Pravda 
said in criticizing the Ukrainian 
paper Radansky Ukrainia for 
printing an article entitled “Allow 
Us to Err.” 

Pravda termed the article “ab- 
surd” and said Radansky Uk- 
rainia obviously had not informed 
its writers that “this theory to err 
really means the right to get away 
from our Soviet ideology—the 
right to be free from criticism.”

Communists Demand Two Concessions From 
Chiang Before They Will Join 
Stuart’s Committee.

NANKING, Aug. 30 (AP) — 
United States Ambassador John 
Leighton Stuart’s committee of 
five, formed only yesterday to 
work out a peace for China, ap- 
peared to have struck a snag 
today when the Communists de- 
manded that Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek make two major con- 
cessions before they would par- 
ticipate. 
The Generalissimo’s troops, 
meanwhile, moved unopposed into 
Chengteh, capital of Jehol prov- 
ince, and by Communist admis- 
sion captured three other impor- 
tant points to the south. The Com- 
munists, however, claimed they 
had scored such a resounding vic- 
tory along the Yangtze it could 
change the course of the civil 
war. 
The Communist negotiator, Gen. 
Chou En-lai, handed his party’s 
demands to Gen. George C. Mar- 
shall, special United States envoy, 
who left by plane for the summer 
capital to present them to Chiang. 
They included a demand that

Spokesmen ‘or the Major pow- 
ers conceded after yesterday's 
meeting of the Big Four Foreign 
Ministers that late October prob- 
ably is the earliest date for com- 
pletion of the peace conference, 
already nearly five weeks old. The 
ministers agreed that the confer- 
ence should plow ahead with writ- 
ing of the five peace treaties 
without recessing for the Sept. 23 
United Nations General Assembly 
meeting in New York. Whether 
the Assembly will meet as sched- 
uled, or be postponed, remained 
wncertain. The question was 
shelved by the ministers § until 
their next session, possibly on 
Monday.

‘NATIONS NOT RECOGNIZED 
BY MOSCOW CAN'T JOIN 
U.N. UNDER GROMYKO RULE

Diplomatic relations with the 
Soviet Union are the condition 
which makes nations accept- 
able for U.N. membership. 


No other reason would he of- 
fer for his objections to Eire, 
Trans-Jordan and Portugal, He 
would veto these applications, he 
said, because the three nations 
did not have relations with 
Moscow; and, in mid-evening, 
he did, 


China, and in fact examine the 
disposals of “friendly” alien forces 
over the world, 


Gromyko brought his new de- 
mand before the council unex- 
pectedly last night. The delegates 
had been in session almost nine 
hours and had just completed 
their wrangling and voting on the 
new members. 

The Soviet delegate mentioned 
that Allied troops were stationed 
in various countries during the 
war against Germany and Japan 
and then said:

Most of the delegates wearily 
opposed the idea of meeting this 
afternoon but they were reminded 
by Council President Oscar Lange 
of Poland that the Ukraine For- 
eign Minister, Dimitri Manuilsky, 
had just arrived by plane from 
Paris to press the case he put be- 
fore the council last weekend. 

American Delegate Herschel V. 
Johnson suggested meeting Tues- 
day but Gromyko insisted that 
the examination begin today and 
Lange, who had stopped discussion 
of Gromyko’s statement on troop 
dispositions because it had not 
been submitted for the provisional 
agenda, set the meeting for this 
afternoon.

It was dis 
seminated through a large part of 
the armed forces. There is no 
evidence that a single member of 
the group openly protested. We 
know cases in which the order 
was actually executed. 


“During 1942 and 1943, British 
and Norwegian Commandos were 
murdered in Norway. American 
commandos were shot in Italy in 
1944. Allied soldiers were put to 
death in Slovakia in 1945. The 
order must have been carried out 
in other instances of which no 
trace remains. For enforcing the 
Commando order Gen. (Anton) 
Dostler was tried, convicted and 
shot. For the same crime, Gen. 
(Nikolaus) von Falkenhorst 
stands condemned to die. But 
their guilt is shared by every Ger- 
man commander in chief at home 
or in the field who allowed this 
order to become the official law 
of the Wehrmacht and partici- 
pated in its distribution. On this 
charge alone, I submit, the Gen- 
eral Staff and High Command 
is proved to have taken part di- 
rectly, effectively and knowingly 

the commission of war 


In Harmony With Hitler. 


From the Nazi seizure of power 
to the end, declared the prosecu- 
tor, the German officer caste 
worked hand in glove with Hitler 
because his aim and theirs was 
identical. They may have dis- 
agreed with the Fuehrer on ques- 
tions of tactics or timing but not 
one of the group is known to have 
made an open protest on moral 
grounds. 

‘Military specialists built up the 
feeble Reichwehr into the resist- 
less military machine which in a 
few years swept over most of Eu- 
rope. The victorious armies, he 
stated, were not led by “reluctant 
men,” but by keen professional 
soldiers who put all thejr heart 
into the job and were inspired by 
the maxim-..of Field Marshal 
Mannstein that “the glory of war 
is a splendid thing.” 

They rejoiced when Hitler 
brought about rearmament, They 
were delighted with his successes 
in the Rhineland, Austria, Czecho- 
slovakia and the West. They may 
have thought the attack on Rus- 
sia was unwise, but once it was 
decided upon they embarked on 
the assault with the utmost reso- 
lution to win. 

The German Army was even- 
tually demoralized by its leaders, 
according to Taylor. Brutalities 
practiced in the East spread to 
the West and “the slaughters of 
Kherson and Kovno were reflected 
by the massacres of Malmedy and 
Oradour.” 

In reply to the defense charge 
that 109 surviving officers under 
indictment do not constitute an 
authentic group, Taylor said the 
prosecution never contended that 
they embodied a formal organiza- 
tion or a club, but that they all 
displayed “a likeness,” an iden- 
tifiable relationship” and all were 
inspired - by “collective general 
purpose.” 

They were a homogeneous 
body, it was argued, because they 
represented “the actual military 
leadership of the Reich.” Their 
common purpose was that of cre- 
ating and training the wehrmacht, 
making its plans and directing its 
campaigns. 

The prosecution refrained from 
indicting the General Staff Corps 
of war academy graduates, Taylor 
explained, because the typical 
member of the corps was a junior 
officer with the rank of captain 
or major who had little power or 
responsibility and served usually 
in a subaltern capacity as expert 
adviser to a field commander,

‘Henry to Be for Negroes, 


Dessalines for Whites 
Because of Condemna-

Recent condemnation for struc 
tural defects of Jefferson School 
for Negroes, 903 Cole street, has 
prompted a decision to convert 
Henry School, 1220 North Tenth 
street, now white, into a Negro 
school and Dessalinesa School, 1745 
Hadley street, into a white school. 

The announcement concerning 


the 5l-year-old Jefferson and the 
recommendations affecting the 
other two schools were made yes- 
terday by Superintendent of In- 
struction Philip J. Hickey to the 
instruction committee of the 
board of education. He said the 
changes were temporary eXpedi- 
ents for this year until some de- 
cision regarding replacement of 
Jefferson had been reached. 

Hickey pointed out that whereas 
Jefferson School had 480 Negro 
pupils in 12 rooms at present and 
Dessalines had 331 in nine rooms, 
Henry School's 279 white pupils 
were using only eight of its 21 
rooms. Dessalines students also 
would go to Henry. 

He said he thought the approxi- 
mately 133 white children living 
in the immediate neighborhood of 
Dessalines ought to have the 
choice of attending that school if 
they wished. Any who prefer not 
to do so may apply at the board 
of education next week for trans- 
fers and transportation to any 
school of their choice. 

Report to Old Schools. 

Students of the respective 
schools will report Tuesday to the 
achools they have been attending 
in the past. They will be excused 
at that time until Thursday or 
Friday to give schoo] authorities 
time to transfer books and 
records. 

The only alternative to the plan 
suggested, in Hickey’s opinion, 
was either operating double ses- 
sions in some of the neighboring 
Negro schools or making a ser- 
jes of boundary changes among 
the white schools lying to the 
north of the districts involved. 
Neither of these procedures was 
as feasible as the plan recom- 
mended, he said, 

He suggested the possibility 
that Jefferson School may be re- 
placed as a white school if a 
public housing project for white 
people in this neighborhood is 
finally assured, 

Commissioner of School Build- 
ings Joseph P. Sullivan did not 
describe the defects which in his 
opinion rendered the school un- 
safe when he notified Hickey last 
Aug. 14 of his findings. Jeffer- 
son School was one of the ele- 
mentary schools scheduled to be 
replaced in the five-year plan for 
improving the school system re- 
cently announced by the special 
planning committee. 

New Assistant Principals. 

The committee also accepted 
Hickey’s recommendation to ap- 
point additional assistant princi- 
pals to four of the ‘larger high 
schools to assist first-year pupils 
in adjusting to the new school 
environment and to work with 
teachers on the problems of the 
siow learners and maladjusted 
students. 

The following personnel were 
appointed to these new posts: 
Fiorence L. Quellmalz, a teacher 
eat Beaumont High, Beaumont; 
Euris J. Jackson, principal of 
Shepard School, Cleveland High; 
Robert M. Young, employe in the 
effice of the superintendent, 
Roosevelt High, and C. Spencer 
Tocus, teacher at Vashon High, 
Vashon. Miss Quellmalz becomes 
the first woman to hold an assist- 
ant principalship in the St. Louis 
hi schools, Hickey said.

No More Smoking in Bed.

SAFETY MOVIE 
SHOWS TRAFFIC 
JAMS, SPEEDERS 


17-Minute Film, ‘Traffic With 
Devil,’ Covers Actual 
Accidents. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 30 (AP) — 
The movie-going public will be in- 
troduced to the fast-moving edu- 
cational type of film used so suc- 
cessfully by the armed forces in 
World War II when “Traffic With 
the Devil,” a 17-minute film, ig re- 
leased tomorrow. 

Based on the rising motor ve- 
hicle accident toll—one person is 
killed every 15 minutes, and one 
injured every 30 seconds in traffic 
mishaps—‘“Traffic With the Devil’ 
is a real-life fact film with on- 
the-spot movie coverage of actual 
accidents. No actors were used in 
this first of a series of “Theater 
of Life” shorts produced by Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer with the co-opera- 
tion of the Associated Press. 

“Traffic With the Devil” shows 
what might be an average day in 
the life of Motor Sgt. Charles 
Reincke, member of the police de- 
partment in Los Angeles, where 
the short was filmed. 

Sgt. Reincke, who narrates the 
film besides serving as its chief 
actor, stops real speed demons on 
the road, unravels real traffic 
jams, and visits the scenes of real 
accidents, In order to get these 
shots, cameramen went out with 
Los Angeles ambulances for al- 
most five months, They finally 
discarded some of the material as 
too gruesome, 

The safety movie puts the re- 
sponsibility for the accident rate 
squarely on the person in the dri- 
ver’s seat—the one who “only was 
doing 30.”

First and above all else, the gi- 
gantic military machine of the 
Japanese emptre has been com- 
pletely destroyed. Its fighting 
power had been temporarily nulli- 
fied in the war, but a tremendous 
military organization, manned by 
millions, still remained at the time 
of the surrender. Its jiquidation 
required the disarming, demobili- 
zation and disposition of approxi- 
mately 4,000,000 erganized and 
armed men in the home islands 
and 2,500,000 abroad. In addition, 
it was necessary to retrieve from 
overseas approximately 2,000,000 
civilians and to repatriate to their 
homelands from Japan _ 1,000,000 
allied nationals. 

Within the early weeks of the 
occupation, Japanese soldiers in 
the home islands were disbanded 
and returned to peaceful pursuits. 
Today, after a single year, the 
remnants of the overseas forces, 
scattered over theusands of miles, 
are streaming home and the work 
of repatriation ts drawing to a 


close. Nine million have been 
processed in this time. For mag- 
nitude, thoroughness, speed and 


precision, this has constituted a 

demobilization and _ repatriation 

which has no precedent in history. 
Weapons Destroyed. 

To insure further the destruction 
of Japan's war-making power, 
thousands of military and civil air- 
craft and millions of weapons of 
various calibers, with vast quan- 
tities of ammunition, have been 
seized and disposed of; remnants 
of the Japanese Navy have been 
taken .over and are being de- 
stroyed or held for Allied division;

MOSLEM LEADER DEMANDS 
BRITISH LEAVE EGYPT IN YEAR 


CAIRO, Aug. 30 (AP)—The lead- 
er of the Moslem Brotherhood As- 
sociation, Sheik Hasan Al Bana, 
demands that Premier Ismail Sid- 
ky Pasha immediately break off 
negolations with Britain for revi- 
sion of the 1936 alliance or take 
effective steps to win complete 
withdrawal of British troops from 
Egypt within a year, with the al- 
ternative of “bloody revolution,” 
Sheik Hasan, speaking to thou- 
sands of Egyptian Moslems last 
night, also called for an Arab 
state in Palestine and asserted 


that free Arab and Moslem worlds 
would stand as a barrier to Russia. 


Lincoln White, department press 
officer, told reporters the matter 
will be taken to the United Na- 
tions eventually but denied that 
this country plans to lay before 
the General Assembly next month 
a plan for administration of the 
former Japanese territories by the 
proposed U.N. Trusteeship Coun- 
cil, which is still to be created. 


Senator Magnuson (Dem.), 
Washington, had reported such a 
plan. He said he understood the 
United States would ask U.N. for 
sole trusteeships next month over 
the former Japanese bases and 
mandated territory. 

Officials of four departments— 
State, War, Navy and Interlor— 
have struggled with problems of 
the Islands’ future for months, 
There are differences on several 
questions involved, but gene’ 
agreement was reported on tle 
basic principle that this country 
should insist on sole supervision 
over strategic bases deemed es- 
sential to American security. 

The United Nations trusteeship 
council, under this plan, would be 
authorized to inspect the admin- 
istration of civilian problems out- 
side the strategic military bases. 

Magnuson told reporters he 
does not believe there would be 
“a single vote” in the United Na- 
tions against giving this country 
sole trusteeship in the Pacific 
area, 

“The Pacific is fundamentally 
our responsibility,” he maintained. 
He said this country should re- 
tain a chain of air bases stretch- 
ing across the Pacific, and in- 
cluding the Carolines and the 
Marshalls. 

In addition, he expressed belief 
that the United States will have 
to raise with U.N.—or with Rus- 
sia in direct negotiation—the 
question of obtaining air rights 
over the Soviet-occupied Kuriles 
to protect American air routes in 
the Pacific.

E who runs—and reads German—can read the story of Big Four 
policy toward Germany perhaps most clearly in the handling of 
newspapers now being published in the various occupation zones, 


for you can see reflected in those papers in simplest terms the po- 
litical aims which underlie the contrasting policies of the different 


occupying powers. 


One of the important phases of the campaign to destroy Nazism 
and build up the democratic spirit in Germany, it was long ago 


decided, would be the creation of a free, democratic press, 


With 


more than 100 newspapers now functioning in Germany again, edited 
in far more lively fashion than one might expect in the midst of 
military occupation, the German press is definitely on the road back 


from its pit of Nazi degradation, 


But, inevitably, a slightly different 


route is being taken in each zone, 


In the American zone, for ex- 
ample, there are no political party 
newspapers. In the Russian zone, 
in effect, only political party news- 
papers are allowed, and practically 
all of the dailies belong to the 
Soviet-backed Socialist Unity par- 
ty. In the British zone, military 
government has continued to pub- 
lish directly a considerable num- 
ber of its own “overt” newspapers, 
while in the French, Russian and 
Amerizan zones, few of the “overt” 
organs of the occupying authori- 
ties remain. 


The British and Americans have 
abolished pre-publication censor- 
ship, while in the Russian and 
French zones all copy is passed on 
by military censors before the 
papers go to press. American and 
British press control officers main- 
tain a close post-publication “scru- 
tiny” of every issue and on occa- 
sion advise or reprimand, but 
they do not check copy in advance. 


The Americans have not only 
led the way in practicing the full- 
est sort of responsibility on the 
German publishers and _ editors, 
but they have given that responali- 
bility to perhaps the least exper!l- 
enced “licensees” and staffs in 
Germany. On the basis of plans 
made long in advance, our press 
control officers came in deter- 
mined to find individuals who 
could be trusted to develop inde- 
pendent newspapers and who 


could be trained to handle the 
news, mechanically at least, in 
accord with the American tradi- 


tion of factual reporting and inde 
pendent editing. It has been @ 
hard battle, but the American 
officials concerned think they 
have won much more of a victory 
than pessimists thought possible, 


Policy in American Zone, 


Here's how they did it. 

First of all, Germans employed 
in press activities; and particularly 
the persons finalty licensed to be- 
come editors and publishers, were 
investigated by the most careful 
screening methods. This meant 
that the bulk of experienced Ger~ 
man journalists were disqualified 
on account of their Nazi past. 

Accordingly, press control of 
ficials, once they had hand-picked 
uncontaminated non-Nazi persone 
nel, had to go to work and de 
velop a virtual school of journal 
ism on each paper, teaching people 
how to write a concise news story, 
how to distinguish between edi- 
torial opinion and news and keep 
the two separate, how to make up 
a good front page, and all the 
other elementary rules lald down 
in any American high school jour 
nalism class,

The President recently signed a bill 
on the on-the-job training program that 
sO many veterans are now working un- 
der. After careful study, we find that 
this bill is detrimental to the welfare of 
many veterans, Still, neither the news- 
papers nor anyone else had any knowl- 
edge about it until too late. 

This organization has sent telegrams 
of protest to Gen. Omar N. Bradley, 
Veterans’ Administrator, the Governor 
of Missouri! and Senators in Washington 
stating that this bill is unfair to vet- 
erans. The bill was rushed through dur- 
ing the closing minutes of the Con- 
gress, and there appears to have been 
no debate and no publicity given by 
anyone to this bill. Were all the Con- 
gressmen in Washington when it was 
passed? 

A ceiling is put on the wages that can 
be drawn under the program: §175 a 
month for a single man and $200 for a 
married man, which almost lives up to 
the old saying that two can live as 
cheap as one.

We do not feel that all men should 
suffer because of a few.

Chiang and the Big If 


Chiang Kai-shek’s acceptance of a new plan 
for coalition government is truly a ray of hope, 
but the ray would shine considerably brighter 
if it were not that his Nationalist Government 
is on the losing side militarily and diplomati- 
cally at the moment. It is therefore entirely up 
to the Generalissimo to prove to world opinion 
that the move is genuine, and not another of 
the deceptions which his peace overtures have 
always turned out to be in the past. 

The classic technique of the Kuomintang Gov- 
ernment has been to use peace offers as a 
means of recouping losses. On the diplomatic 
front, the offer in the past has been a sounding 
board against which Nationalist extremists could 
indicate that in all things they were right and 
the Chinese Communists were wrong. On the 
military front, the peace offer was expected to 
lead to a truce during which the Government 
could strengthen its positions on the fighting 
lines before full-scale and openly-avowed com- 
bat was renewed. Truces have traditionally been 
made use of by the Chinese Communists for 
precisely the same purpose, 

The present circumstances are that Chiang’s 
aid from UNRRA has been cut off except for 
foodstuffs, that his false peace offer of Aug. 14 
was promptly denounced by Ambassador Stuart 
as meaningless, and that since the Chinese Com- 
munists declared all-out war on his forces Aug. 
10 the Nationalist armies have suffered severe 
losses in coal supplies, railway transportation, 
and support by United States Marine detach- 
ments, 

The device of setting up a five-man junta, 
headed by Ambassador Stuart, to organize a 
40-member all-party state council which would 
prepare for the Constitutional Assembly Nov. 
12, sounds, superficially, like a good idea. 

It is not plain, however, why the procedures 
set up by the Political Consultative Conference 
early this year were not relied upon instead, 
since they were already agreed to by all parties. 
Yet though they were to have been carried out 
by working committees before the convening of 
the Constitutional Assembly, the working com- 
mittees have not met, 

The Chinese Communists want their repre, 
sentation in a coalition government to come 
about in the manner determined by the P.C.C., 
and as a right acknowledged by all the political 
parties, not as a personal concession granted on 
the tolerance of Chiang. The spokesman of the 
Chinese Communist delegation at Nanking, 
Wang Ping-nan, made this abundantly plain 10 
days ago when his party rejected an invitation 
from Chiang for it to submit names of members 
of a reorganized government, 

If Chiang is at last sincere after many in- 
sincerities, he will have to prove it over a 
chronic skepticism to his protestations which he 
has built up, bit by bit, during a period of some 
years, If he is merely making another tactical 
gesture, the United States Government has 
every reason to continue to be tough with him, 
and to get tougher, in its insistence that he 
clean up his government and make it repre- 
sentative. 
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Chiseling the Veterans 
The enforced pay cut for many veterans in 


on-job training is arousing resentment across the . 


country, and the CIO and the Amvets have set 
out to lift the new $175-$200 a month ceilings 
on training pay. 

Congress enacted this ceiling to correct such 
abuses as that of a veteran son of a store presi- 
dent, who collected an on-job subsistence allow- 


_ ance of $65 a month while drawing $700 monthly 


from his store. The new ruling will prevent 
veterans from exploiting the Government. But, 
as this newspaper has pointed out, it will not 
prevent employers from exploiting both veterans 
and the Government through a. cheap-labor 
racket, 

Some chiseling employers have hired ex-serv- 
ice men entirely on Government funds. Others 
have added only minutely to the Government 
subsistence allowances. The AFL reported, in 
a survey, that some on-jab construction trainees 
were paid as little as $10 a week, in addition to 
Government allowances. Filling station attend- 
ants, clerks and so on were employed at a cost 
of only 20 cents an hour to employers. 

Much of the resentment of veterans to the 
new wage ceiling stems from the fact that there 
is no honest wage floor. Congress, the Veter- 
ans Administration and the states which help to 
administer the program have permitted on-job 
training to-be turned too often into a sweat shop. 
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A restaurateur in Paris who has seen them 
come and go is not much impressed by the Big 
Four at the peace parley. We suppose his com- 
ment is printed in the absence of space to quote 
just everybody who is not impressed. 
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Support for the Toledo Plan 


A local radio forum last night produced 


. agreement that St. Louis should use the prin- 


ciples of the Toledo plan to stop strikes. The 
participants in “What Do You Think?” on KMOX 
were Martin Dillmon of the AFL, Harold Gib- 
bons of the CIO, William F. Guffey Jr., for- 
merly of NLRB and now a corporation attorney, 
and George C. Stemmler, City Counselor. These 
men represent the three groups who are injured 
by economic warfare: labor, management and 
the public. : 

The speakers noted some of the objections 
t the Toledo principle. The problem of cost 
was raised, and overcome with a statement that 
prevention of one important strike would save 
more in wages and earnings than any budgetary 
expense for local mediation. 

One speaker questioned whether the Toledo 
idea was a duplication of work by the Federal 
Conciliation Service. Another replied that the 
Toledo plan put more emphasis on strike pre- 
vention—and that local conciliators, known and 
trusted by parties in a dispute, can more easily 
help bring about agreement. 

Toledo has proved how local action can pro- 
mote economic peace, Here are facts as to what 
happened in St. Louis and in Toledo between 
June 15 and Aug. 10: 


In that period, Toledo settled seven strikes 
and averted three others. 

By Aug. 1, St. Louis was confronted with 
six strikes and 6000 idle workers, but was 
doing nothing about them, 


So Toledo quickly healed economic wounds

and applied preventive medicine to incipient 
trouble, while in the same period St. Louis 
suffered from idle machines, loss of wages and 
earnings and the antagonisms of a divided com- 
munity. 

Still Mayor Kaufmann delays giving St. Louis 
a plan for industrial peace. Why? Support for 
the Toledo principle of labor-management-public 
conciliation is growing, as last night’s radio dis- 
cussion shows. St. Louis should call upon the 
Mayor to show leadership in the field of strike 
prevention. 


Fiasco of Army Justice 

Army justice was on trial in the Kilian case 
and was found guilty. Col. James A. Kilian 
has escaped with a fine and a slight reprimand, 
although he commanded the Lichfield detention 
camp where GIs were slugged and tortured. Once 
again an Army trial has been a trial for the 
Army, condemning nothing but the entire sys- 
tem of courts-martial. 

Witness after witness testified that the rub- 
ber-hose treatment and “exercise” tortures at 
Lichfield were ordered by “higher-ups.” Spe- 
cific testimony, like that of Lt. Granville Cu- 
bage, branded Kilian for ordering beatings of 
prisoners, Yet though Kilian was convicted of 
“permitting” brutalities, he was acquitted of 
knowing anything about them! 

Other Lichfield officers and guards were let 
off with light sentences. They defended them- 
selves by saying higher-ups, such as Kilian, 
were responsible for their crimes. But Kilian’s 
own sentence was reduced because he wasn’t re- 
sponsible. Who was? According to this odd 
military logic, no one was responsible. 

Still, the sadism was premeditated. It was in- 
tended, witnesses said, to make prisoners eager 
to go to the front. Instead, it broke their spirit, 
as well as their skins. One prisoner testified, 
“After the way I had been treated, I didn’t have 
the heart to soldier. I wasn't fighting for 
democracy. They have concentration-camps in 
America as well as Germany.” 

So the Army is twice convicted: first, of run- 


ning a concentration camp; second, of exonerat-- 


ing itself for doing so. No raft of recruiting 
posters or Generals’ speeches can cover up this 
injury to military morale and public opinion. 
Lichfield is the Army’s disgrace. The only way 
the War Department can remedy the scandal is 
to correct the injustice that created it. 

This the Army has doggedly refused to do. 
Its failure to act on the recommendations of the 
House Military Affairs Committee, the Doolittle 
caste inquiry board and others is cold apathy 
toward justice. But the combined proposals of 
these groups are excellent; they are the essen- 
tials for just trials: 

(1) Enlisted men should be permitted on Army 
courts, to wipe out charges of gross favoritism 
toward officers, 

(2) The Judge Advocate’s department should 
have wider authority, so that military trials 
might be conducted by lawyers rather than 
amateurs. 

(3) This department should be autonomous, to 
help divorce courts-martial from the whims of 


‘local commanding officers. 


How much longer is Secretary of War Patter- 
son going to ignore such constructive advice? 
That is to invite more indifference, more in- 
competence, more Lichfields, He should order 
thorough reform of courts-martial. That could 
erase the nation’s memory of Lichfield barbar- 
ism that was virtually exonerated. 
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The King of Hoboes apologizes for having 
gravy on his vest. And who else can remember 
away back when a lousy plutocrat was anyone 
who had # vest? 
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New Labor Tactic 

A new union practice to enforce demands 
made upon an employer has made its appear- 
ance in St. Louis. Customers at five downtown 
parking lots are being invited by striking at- 
tendants to park their cars free, If it isn’t il- 
legal for strikers té use an employer's private 
property this way, it should be. Aside from 
legality, it’s indefensible on any score. 
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Gov. Donnelly says the police union members 
have taken the law into their own hands, Obvi- 
ously an unfair maneuver, since the Governor 
had it in his own hands first. 
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Father Mustn’t Cuss 

That earnest guardian of Boston’s morals, the 
City Censor, rules that the expletive “Oh, God” 
must not be used by the actor playing the father 
of Clarence Day in the play, “Life With Father.” 
As everyone knows who has seen the play, and 
nearly everyone has, Father gets so irritated 
that he’s got to say something pretty strong. 
And he has said it in Boston for the five sea- 
sons in which the play is running before the 
censor caught up with him. But now Father 
must say, “Oh, gad” or “Heavens above” or 
“dear me.” 

Boston's censor has set a tough precedent for 
himself. If he sets out to clean up all literature 
of cuss words, he will need an army of helpers. 
Shakespeare, for example, was a great offender, 
and when Macbeth is next played in Boston, 
Macbeth will have to say: 


Lay on, Macduff, 

And darned be him that first cries, ‘Hold, 
enough!” 

Admiral Farragut, of course, must not say in 


the kids’ textbooks, “Damn the torpedoes—full 
speed ahead.” The title of Marse Henry Wat- 
terson’s celebrated editorial at the beginning of 
World War I will have to be changed thus: “To 
heck with the Hapsburgs and the Hohenzol- 
lerns.” History, in Boston at least, must not 
record former Vice President Dawes as roaring 
“Hell and Maria!” Even the Good Book itself 
will have to be purged of strong language, as in 
the Book of Job when Job’s wife tells him to 
“curse God and die.” 

The Boston censor has a big job cut out for 
him, Gee whiz!

Soviet support of territorial claims in 
some central and southeastern European 
countries, which are frequently to the dis- 
advantage of other countries, is keeping 
Balkan Communist parties in a constant 
aweat defending or explaining such action. 


The most difficult dispute for the Com- 
munists at present is territorial readjust- 
ment between Hungary and Romania. In 
both countries the Communist parties are 
a definite minority, but with Russian sup- 
port are the most voluble and most pow- 
erful. 


Transylvania, ceded to Hungary by Hit- 
ler, has been returned to Romania, but the 
Hungarians, seeking to maintain touch 
with the large Hungarian minority in the 
area, are demanding favored treatment and 
acquisition of a strip of land that would 
enable them to supervise a sizable number 
of Romanians to preclude persecution of 
Hungarian groups. 


The Hungarian Communist party, reluc- 
tant to antagonize the country on the Tran- 
sylvanian question, has been supporting the 
claim for 22,000 kilometers of Transylvania, 
but at the same time is cutting corners 
very carefully to avoid involving Soviet 
policy in an unfavorable light. 


Sleight-of-Hand Artists 


At the same time, however, Romanian 
Communists have held up Transylvania as 
proof of Russian benevolence but have not 
hesitated to denounce Hungarian requests 
as examples of extreme nationalism. 


The Hungarian Communist party is in 


the worst spot of all on the subject of fron- | 


tiers and resettlement of minorities. Czech- 
oslovakia is determined to pack off from 
Slovakia all Hungarians who do not acquire 
citizenship, and the Soviet Union has sup- 
ported Czechoslovakia unqualifiedly, leav- 
ing the Hungarian position completely in 
the lurch, a point of high embarrassment 
to the Magyar Communists. 


The Soviet-nurtured Polish Government 
will have its hands full over final adjudica- 
tion of Teschen. The Czechs appear fully 
confident of lasting acquisition of the rich 
coal mining district. The Soviet political 
sleight-of-hand artists will be forced to of- 
fend one of the Communist parties, and in 
diplomatic circles here it is not felt that 
the Czechs will be hurt. 


In Austria the Communists, who have 
suffered a succession of political defeats 
since last fall's elections, have been plump- 
ing along with the rest of Austria's top par- 
ties for return of the South Tyrol. The 
Communists, along with the Socialists, de- 
plored the fact that Italy was permitted to 
retain title to the territory, and it was in- 
teresting ‘to see that Communist party dem- 
onstrations on either side of the frontier 
demanded, according to their citizenship, 
the South Tyrol for Italy or Austria. 


How Reds Denounced a Red 


The Communists here also have . been 
soft-pedaling a little-discussed subject — 
Yugoslav interest in some of the territory 
in southern Carinthia. The Yugoslavs have 
suggested several times that the Austro- 
Yugoslav border should be north of Kla- 
genfurt and Villach, which are now the 
British zone of occupation. 


Italy’s Communist party was forced into 
the position of demanding that Trieste re- 
main Italian, although the Communist party 
leader, Palmiro Togliatti, was soundly de- 
nounced by Communists elsewhere in Eu- 
rope for his stand. The Slovene-speaking 
Communists in Trieste and Venezia Giulia 
have become quite wary recently of their 
Italian conferees, 


Undoubtedly the greatest single blow suf- 
fered by the Communist party in Greece 
has been the Soviet support of Bulgarian 
demands. Even within the rank and file of 


the Greek Communist party there is little 


love for the Bulgarians. 


Newspapers Deserve No Special Privilege 


From the Louisville Courier-Journal. 


What makes newspaper publishing dif- 
ferent from any other industry in America? 
The press, some would answer, is the only 
industry whose freedom is specifically guar- 
anteed by the Constitution. Let’s examine 
that guarantee a moment. It is coupled 
with freedom of speech, of assembly and 
of religion. In other words, it is one of 
several guarantees to the individual citi- 
zen that he may read a free press, not a 
guarantee to a small group of publishers 
that they may run a free press, 


This point arises in connection with a 
bill by Representative Mason of Illinois. 
His measure would exempt “mutual news- 
gathering agencies,” which means the As- 
sociated Press, from provisions of the anti- 
trust laws. The bill is sponsored by many 
publishers who are members of the Asso- 
ciated Press. 


Why should the Associated Press be ex- 
empted from the terms of the Sherman 
Anti-Trust Act? The function of the Amer- 
ican press, placed on a high level by spe- 
cific action of the Constitution, implies a 


weighty obligation on publishers. It does 
not entail, however, any special rights or 
privileges. Yet the press, through its lead- 
ing news agency, is asking for special rights 
and privileges not accorded to other indus- 
tries under the anti-trust laws. 

This is an unbecoming role for the press 
to play, in our opinion. The same pub- 
lishers who are now bent on exempting the 
press from laws against monopoly are main- 
ly the very same publishers whose editorial 
pages have cried out for the labor unions 
to be subjected to the provisions of the 
Sherman Act. They convict themselves of 
inconsistency. 

The press occupies the position of Cae- 
sar’s wife in America. In order to retain 
its freedom it must strive always to stay 
above reproach. If ever it loses that free- 
dom, we believe it will only happen be- 
cause the public has lost faith in the mo- 
tives of the press, not because a dictator 
claps down the iron hand of control. We 
believe the public will question the mo- 
tives of publishers who ask for special 
privilege in relief from the anti-trust laws. 
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Legends From Mexico 


OF THE NIGHT WIND’S TELLING, by E. Adems Davis. 

(University of Oklahoma Press, Norman.) 

The shrine of the Virgin of Guadalupe 
is to Mexicans what the Lourdes is to the 
French, Mecca to the Mohammedang or 
the Ganges to the Hindus. The church on 
the little hill of Tepeyac in Mexico City has 
to date cost $3,000,000 and is the center of 
the Catholic Church, the universal church 
of Mexico. 

This shrine to which the Indians make 
pilgrimage in December for a spectacular 
religious ceremonial was inspired by a 
story—the story of Our Lady of Guadalupe. 
The story is that an Indian was confronted 
by an angel who told him of her desire that 
a temple be built in her honor on this 
hill. The local bishop scoffed until the 
angel appeared before the Indian again 
and ordered him to take roses from the 
barren hill to the cleric to convince him. 
When he unfolded his cloak and the roses 
fell before the bishop, there painted on the 
cloak was the figure of the Virgin. This 
was in 1531. No longer did the bishop 
doubt, but it was not until 1754 that the 
story was given credence by the Pope, 

. * * 


Thousands of American tourists are fa- 
miliar with this particular legend, but most 
of the others in Dr. Davis's book are new. 
In the collection are Indian myths, tales of 
Spanish viceroys and accounts of Mexican 
revolutionaries. The author, a native of 
Missouri and teacher of history at Lou- 
isiana State University, points out that he 
has merely selected and recast the stories 
into English; he had noe part in their 
fashioning. Nor has he collected all 
of the legends of Mexico for ten times ten 
thousand tales are told by the imaginative 
and loquacious raconteurs of that country. 

There is even the modern tale that 
Thomas Alva Edison was a Mexican, born 
of an ancient and respected family, but one 
which was impoverished by Mexican in- 
ternal strife. Being poor, this Thomas, so 
the story goes, went to the Estados Unidos 
where he became a very famous and re- 
apected man and made machinés that 
talked and lights that now illuminate Mex- 
ico City,

Legends in general, Dr. Davis explains, 
usually reflect the thoughts, customs, tra- 
ditions, conditions of life and aspirations 
of a people who have passed from a simple 
to a more complex state of society. Few 
can be traced to a historical event. Local 
story tellers paint the incidents in vividly 
etched colors rather than in more accurate 
prosaic shades, and credulous listeners are 
willing to accept fable as truth. 

The stories will appeal to Americans who 
wish to know Mexico, especially the Mexico 
of fantasy, more intimately. They are told 
with the dramatic flavor of the imagina- 
tive Spaniard and the authority of « 
scholar.

First, why did little Tito dare 


graciously promised to shoot down 


no more wandering American planes and to make amends the 
circumstances permit, let us take time out to answer three 


to fire upon his former liberator? 


Second, what has American firmness accomplished? 


Third, what must be avoided 


Here are my answers: 

One, Tito sent his fighters to 
down American passenger planes, 
harmlessly cutting across Yugo- 
slay territory, as a part of a gen- 
eral plan to test American deter- 
mination. How much would the 
powerful but pacifist American 
democracy take without reacting? 
Lenin in a cynical passage once 
extolled the utility of “feeling out 
the enemy with bayonets.” Tito 
has felt us out and has had his 
answer. Now both he and his 
patron in Moscow are informed. 
If they make the same mistake 
again, the result will be their do- 
ing. Which leads me to question 
No. 2. 

_ By reacting effectively to the 
Yugoslav insolence and murder, 
Truman and Byrnes have not 
only rocked the Yugoslavs back 
on their heels; they have in all 
probability prevented war  be- 
tween the Western world and the 
Soviet world. For if we had 
giossed over the affront or taken 
it tamely, what would have hap- 
pened? In my judgment, this: 


Policy of Prevention. 


The Soviets would have been 
emboldened to continue their ex- 
pansion. Their attitude would 
have become increasingly provo- 
cative. Against Turkey, against 
Trieste, against southern Iran, 
against China and perhaps every- 
where at once they would have 
pressed harder and harder, hop- 
ing by a series of “incidents” to 
expand without resistance. 

The democracies would have re- 
acted as they always react. That 
is, they would have yielded on one 
gmall item after another, have 
abandoned one “position after 
another, hoping to avoid war. In- 
wardly however, their indignation 
would burn ever hotter until, 
finally, after another perhaps 
trifling provocation, they would 
have let fly with all they have, 
The Soviets. too far committed 
to be withdrawn, would have re- 
sisted. War would have ensued. 

Three, in building now the in- 
evitable resistance bloc against 
further Soviet aggression, the 
United States must at all times 
make sure that our aim is not the 


in the future? 


Russia, but the prevention of a 
successful Soviet crusade against 
us. In other words, the new 
democratic bloc must aim at pre- 
venting, not at waging war. To 
most Americans this truth is so 
self-evident as not to need expres- 
sion. To most Americans a war 
with the Soviets would be such 
a calamity that only a fanatic or 
cynic, only a brute or a Fascist 
could want it. 


Bellicose Officials. 


Unhappily this American aver- 
sion to war is less evident to many 
Europeans, Not only is Europe 
full of natives who fall into one 
or more of the above categories, 
but the American Administration 
is occasionally represented by in- 
dividuals who can properly be 
given one of the above labels. 

Bluntly stated, there are around 
Rome and elsewhere, some Amer- 
icans who seem to want war with 
Russia. There are many more 
who say they think war with Rus- 
sia inevitable. Perhaps these peo- 
ple are influenced by their asso- 
ciliates. One can understand Gen. 
Anders wanting a war with the 
Soviets, both as a Pole and a 
Fascist. One can understand the 
Italian nationalists anticipating 
war as a means of re-embarking 
Italy on an imperialist career. One 
can understand the Poles, Italians, 
Germans, Balts and _ anti-Tito 
Yugoslavs offering their services 
as mercenaries to the democracies 
in such a war, 


Why We Face a Mess. 


What one could not understand 
is the acceptance of such mercen- 
aries by the democracies. 

The unhappy theory that derog- 
ations from American political 
principle are justified, in order to 
save the lives of Americans, has 
proved its worthlessness. The 
mess we face today resulted from 
the application of just that theory. 
The strength of America lies in its 
people, their principles, their skill 
and their industry, not in their 
ability to buy mercenaries. The 
United States can pick sufficient 
allies from un-Communistic ranks, 
real democrats whose cause is

NE of the bundles waiting on the doorstep when Congress comes 


her foremen are eligible to belong 


to labor unions under the terms of the Wagner Act. This ques- 


tion of whether supervisory employes can take part in collective 
bargaining under the protection of the Federal Government reaches 
a long way down into our troubled industrial system. 


Almost unnoticed the other day, 
the United States Circuit Court 


of Appeais for the Sixth Circuit 
ruled in favor of a foremen’s un- 
jon. A majority of the three 
judges on the court held that the 
Wagner Act does protect foremen 
in their right to organize. 

The 900 foremen at the Packard 
Motor Car Co, had chosen as their 
bargaining unit the Foremen’s 
League for Education and Associ- 
ation, which is at least nominally 
an independent union, The com- 
pany challenged their bargaining 
rights but a majority of the three 
members of the National Labor 
Relations Board upheld the fore- 
men, thus reversing previous 
board decisions, 


History of Packard Case. 


The decision of the appeals court 
was based on the theory that, since 
the foremen’s union is independ- 
ent, the interest of these super- 
visory employes will not be iden- 
tical with that of the rank and 
file in the big union representing 
the mass of the workers. But 
earlier this had been challenged 
in a dissenting opinion by Gerard 
D. Reilly, Labor Board member 
who has just retired. 

Reilly expressed his belief that 
the foremen’s union is “not truly 
independent but rather an organ- 
ization whose fate is inextricably 
bound up with the policy of the 
United Automobile Workers, the 
CIO union which represents the 
rank and file employes” in the 
Packard plant. This is in line 
with other dissents in which 
Reilly repeatedly insisted that the 
Labor Relations Act was not 
meant to include foremen in its 
provisions. 


Scope of the Issue. 


The Packard case will, of 
course, come before the Supreme 
Court. It seems almost a certain- 
ty that the highest court will ap- 
prove the decision upholding the 
right of foremen to organize and 
bargain collectively under the um- 
brella of the Wagner Act. 

The reasons why this case is be- 
ing followed so tlosely are pretty 
obvious. If top foremen, earning 
up to $500 a month and with the 
rights of disciplining and hiring 
and firing, can *e blanketed into 
a union, the question of divided 
loyalties would seem to be a real 
one. Would a foreman owe 


agement? 

In some respects, the issue is 
even bigger than that. Top execu- 
tives of the great collectivist units 
called corporations like to describe 
themselves as merely paid em- 
ployes of the stockholders, If this 
is actually a fact, then perhaps 
these hired managers are also 
eligible to form trade unions, and 
the question of where the controls 
of ownership lie becomes cloudy 
and uncertain indeed. 

When the Government took over 
the coal mines to end the pro- 
longed strike last spring, Adm. 
Morreel was designated to negoti- 
ate a contract with the United 
Mine Workers, Along with almost 
everything else he asked for, John 
L. Lewis got a provision in the 
contract including mine foremen. 
Here there was no question of an 
independent union, The workers 
in the mines and the men who 
supervise them are now members 
of one and the same union, 


A Matter for Congress. 


This ig particularly surprising 
in view of the finding of a panel 
of the War Labor Board that de- 


clared it is not appropriate for 
supervisors “who are responsible 
for discipline, assignment of work, 
pate adjustments and promotions, 
who represent the employers in 
handling grievances of rank and 
file workers, and who generally 
represent higher management in 
dealing with the rank and file 
workers, to. be subject to discipline 
by a union which is controlled di- 
rectly or indirectly by the men 
whom they supervise. The ef- 
fectiveness of management re- 
quires that it have its own uncon- 
trolled agents to represent it in 
dealing with the rank and file, 
just as the rank and file are en- 
titled to have their own. uncon- 
trolled representatives for dealing 
with higher management.” 

Clearly, here is a matter on 
which Congress must pass. In 
ruling in favor of the foremen, 
NLRB Chairman Paul M. Herzog 
said in effect that he felt more 
or less compelled to take that 
step in the absence of any de- 
clared policy by Congress. 

Too much turns on this ques- 
tion to permit it to rest on an 
administrative ruling. If the 
scope of the unions is to be 
broadened in this way, then the

Body ‘Supercharger’ and Other 
Wonders Expected of Petroleum 


CHICAGO, Aug. 30 (UP)— 
Chemist Gustav Egloff said today 
that science soon would improve 
on nature by the use of new pe- 
troleum products to make faster 
growing oranges, fireproof wood, 
dirtproof clothes, puncture-proof 
tires and a non-habit forming body 
“supercharger” for the weary. 

Egloff, former president of the 
American Institute of Chemists, 
said scientists were making s0 
much progress through the use of 
petroleum that before long na- 
ture’s products won’t be consid- 
ered good enough. 

Citrus fruits and walnuts can 
be grown faster and in colder cli- 
mates by the external application 
of buteleyne gas, a derivative of 
petroleum, he said, 

Cotton, silk and wool will be 


“drugs on the market” compared 
with what test tubes could pro- 
duce, he predicted, “For example, 
everyone will have clothes that are 
cooler in the summer and warmer 
in the winter,” he said. “They'll 
wear better, won’t shine and won't 
wrinkle.” 

Petroleum treated woods that 
won’t burn will compete with 
structural metals, he said, and the 
puncture-proof tire will roll more 
than 100,000 miles. 

“Scientists are developirfg also 
a hormone which will act as a 
supercharger for tired bodies,” he 
said, “It won’t have the after- 
effects of habit-forming energizera 
and it will be more effective. 

“Mother Nature hasn't got a 
chance. Science is bound to im- 
prove her work.”

A Senate Small Business Subcom- 
mittee reported last night that 
the Webb-Pomerene Act of 1918 
had not helped small traders ex- 
pand their export business, ex- 
cept “rarely and under special 
circumstances,” 

The “preponderant effect” of the 
law has been to facilitate the con- 
centration of economic power in 
ye hands of large enterprises, 
e report said, 

The act permits the formation 
of associations engaging solely in 
export. trade and exempts them 
from prosecution under the anti- 
trust laws as long as their acts 
or agreements do not restrain 
trade within the United States. 

The report expressed belief that 
“the benefit of more effective sell- 
ing and reduced costs flowing 
from pooling sales and other ex- 
port expenses can be gained by 
small business through some form 
of the export-manager plan with- 
out entailing any exemptions from 
the national anti-trust policy, 
which is a chief safeguard of

Caudle Urges Law Which

WINSTON-SALEM, N.C., Aug. 
30 (AP)—Assistant “Attorney Gen- 
eral Lamar Caudle called today 
for legislation that would let the 
Federal Government “act vigor- 
ously” when local authorities fail 
to prosecute civil rights violations. 

Caudle, head of the Department 
of Justice criminal division, said 
in an address to the North Caro- 
lina Bar Association that the Gov- 
ernment has “little power or au- 
thority to deal with the social and 
governmental situations which 
give rise to civil rights problems.” 
Caudle, who is national presi- 


dent of the Federal Bar Associa- 
tion, made no direct reference to 
any specific incident. The civil 
rights section of his division is 
investigating the postwar resurg- 
ence of the Ku Klux Klan and the 
recent lynching of four Negroes 
near Monroe, Ga. 


“The disrespect for the law, it 
is true, is the concern of the com- 
munity in which it breaks out, but 
it is also a threat to all Americans 
everywhere and an attack on our 
established institutions—an attack 
upon your constitutional guaran- 
tees and mine,” Caudle asserted.

Utinsky for supplies which she 
smuggled to American prisoners 
of the Japanese, ‘Congress passed 
a bill to reimburse her. 

Mrs. Utinsky’s underground 
career in the Philippines began 
when she refused to leave the 
islands, at the beginning of the 
war, preferring to stay close to 
her husband, John P,. Utinsky, a 
civil engineer! employed by the 
War Department. Her husband 
was taken prisoner by the Japan- 
ese and later died. 

Mrs. Utinsky, however, contin- 
ued her activities, distributing as 
much as $25,000 a month to war 
prisoners—in cash—in addition to 
food. She collected the funds 
from persons in the islands sym- 
pathetic to her cause. Finally she 
was caught by the Japanese and 
severely beaten, but she was re- 
leased and joined the Second 
Guerrilla Regiment, and was com- 
missioned a Brevet First Lieu- 
tenant. 

A trained nurse, she remained 
with the guerrillas until the lib- 
eration of the Philippines in 1945. 
Recently she has been in Walter 
Reed Hospital, recovering from 
her ordeal,

It struck us as unbecoming for 
Bouthworth to be taking pot- 
shots at Dyer.

He announced that he had found 
a better job for Southworth, 
that Billy was moving to Mem- 
phis as manager, outside the 
Cardinal organization, that is. 
Dyer, then a trouble-shooter 
and supervisor in the Cardinal 
organization, was sent to Mem- 
phis to look at a couple of play- 
ers on option to the Memphis 
club. The players apparently 


Dyer saw something important. 

After careful investigation, 
Dyer made his report back to 
Rickey. 

“Southworth is doing a fine 
job down here,” he wrote. “He's 
happily married again. He's pay- 
ing strict attention to business 
and taking care of himself. I 
recommend strongly that the 
first time you have an opening 
in one of our top spots, you give 
Billy another chance as manager 
in our organization.” 

On that recommendation, 
Southworth returned to the Car- 
dinals, as manager of the Roch- 
ester club. Then Sam Breadon 
decided he wanted to make a 
change in St. Louis.

Shaw’s Pride Top-Weighted in 


Fairmount Inaugural Field of 9 


A field of nine sprinters was named today for the Inaugural Handi- 
cap, six-furlong feature on the opening day program at Fairmount 


Park, tomorrow afternoon. 


R. W. Shaw's Shaw’s Pride, win- 
ner“of three of his last four starts 
at Dade Park, will carry top 
weight of 118 pounds in the In- 
augural, with Nickey W., winner 
of a $5000 race in Ohio last spring, 
next in line with 113. Sashay 
Moon, which has won five of 14 
starts this year, gets in at 112 
pounds. Others in the field will 
be Rodman Keenon, Jimpin, cou- 
pled with Nickey W., as the L. 
Wagner entry; Kapi, coupled with 
Shaw's Pride; Tyro Lad, Special 
Brier and Stoogie. 

Shaw's Pride and Stoogle are 
the only horses in the field which 
ran here last spring. 

It is expected that the Shaw 
entry will be favored in the bet- 
ting, being listed at 8-5 in the early 
line, The Wagner entry is 5-2, 

The program is probably the 
best opening day card arranged 
for Fairmount for some years. In 
addition to the feature, there will 
be eight other races, with pro- 
ceeds of the ninth event going to 
charity. Some of the better horses 
at the track, including Din Bin, 
which set a new five-furlong rec- 
ord at Omaha and Woodvale 
Queen, which won five stakes in 
Ohio, passed up the handicap to 
compete in other races, 

Three of the Inaugural candl- 
dates engaged in_ three-eighths 
workouts this morning. They were 
Jimpin, which breezed the _ dis- 
tance in 873-5; Stoogie 382-5 and 
Rodman Keenon 39. 

A total of $225,000 will be dis- 
tributed in purses, the largest out- 
lay since the present management 
took over, The daily average, not 
including Saturdays and Labor 
Day, will be $7400, with one race 
of $800, four of $900 and three of 
$1000. On the “big days” there will 
be handicaps of $1500 or $2000, in 
fact, one of each, if Racing Secre- 
tary Jack Klucina ig able to get 
the entries, 

Plent of horses should be 
available. The 575 barns will be 
filled in a few days and there are 
300 on the waiting list. It is esti- 
mated that almost half of the 
horses which will perform here 
will be new to local race follow- 
ers. New stables are here from 
Ohio and Canada, as well as Chi- 
cago and Dade Park. 

New Marks May Be Set. 
With the $225,000 which will go 
to horsemen during the 27 days, 
a total of $436,700 will have been 
distributed at the track this year. 
In each of the last five years, 
there has been an increage. In 
1942, the total wag $289,600; in 
1943 it was $308,600; 1944, $354,900 
and last year $355,100, 

New running records have been 
few at the track in the last few 
years, but with the new top coat- 
ing the track received from the 
recent flash floods, officials look 
for some of the present standards 
to be bettered, Three horses, which 
this season have bettered records 
at other tracks will be here, They 
are Tommy Chie and Din. Bin, 
which have run six and five fur- 
longs faster than the present Fair- 
mount marks and Dauberup, 
which set a distance record at 
North Randall. recently. 

As for the bettors, there will be 
the usual betting ring, with win- 
dows of larger denominations to 
be opened.

NE of the most interesting films 

in a long time to come our way 

is “THE STRANGE LOVE OF 
MARTHA IVERS,” at the FOX 
Theater. 

The picture, starring Barbara 
Stanwyck in the title role as a 
woman whose life has been built 
up behind an elaborate set of 
alibis to hide a childhood killing 
of a cruel aunt, played by Judith 
Anderson, is interesting, to begin 
with, because of a well-worked- 
out plot. As interesting as the 
plot, however, and perhaps even 
more so, is the way in which the 
plot has been treated and de- 
veloped. 

Halfway through the picture, it 
begins to occur to you that actu- 
ally you are seeing a great job of 
directing.

SOVIET ZONE COAL MINERS SET 
PRE-ELECTION FOOD INCREASE 


BERLIN, Aug. 30 (AP)—Three 
days before the first elections 
scheduled in the Russian occupa- 
tion zone, the Soviet Military Gov- 
ernment today announced an in- 
crease in food rations for German 
coal miners there. 

This was the latest in a series 
of benefits announced in the last 
several weeks while the Soviet- 
backed Socialist Unity party has 
been waging a bitter election cam- 
paign against the conservative 
Christian Democratic Union, 

The new rations for Russian 
zone miners give them a peak of 
3725 calories daily. This is still 
below the peak daily ration for 
miners in the American zone, 
which early this month was set at 
4000 calories. In addition the 
American zone miners get incent- 
ive rations of liquor and tobacco,

DON'T FIGHT

LILBOURN, MO., Aug. 30. 


NDER the red and black 

Quaker Star, young white 

men and women worked 
eight weeks in the smothering 
heat of this flat cotton country 
so that the Negroes of Delmo 
Labor Homes could have a com- 
munity house. From distant states 
most of them came, traveling at 
their own expense and each pay- 
ing $90 for the privilege of work- 
ing as carpenters and painters 
and lifters of burdens in the 
service of the American Friends 
Service Committee. , ve 
the work of their hands and the 
devotion of their hearts to\ ease 
the racial and economic tension 
that prevails in Southeast Mis- 
souril and promote the peace tt 
Quakers pray for everywhere. 


It was not as Quakers that they 
came, for only one of them was 


-@ member of the Society of 


Friends. With that exception 
they were members of other 
churches and unaffiliated persons 
who had enlisted under the 
Quaker Star to meditate and serve 
according to the simple Quaker 
teaching because they had faith 
in the gospel of good works. Their 
reward was in seeing the racial 
tension slacken while they worked 
and in planting seeds of tolerance 
to grow in times to come, Thus 
they earned self-satisfaction and 
= Quaker approval for work well 
one, 


A peculiar thing about the 
American Friends Service Com- 
mittee is that, while its founda- 
tion is in the Society of Friends, 
it has attracted persons of all 
faiths and no faith at all because 
it provides a way of service that 
is not otherwise available. It is 
an instrument by which social 
concerns are put into action, es- 
pecially thase that are the result 
of intolerance or strife among 
men. It strives not merely to al- 
leviate~ distress but to reconcile 
the discordant elements that 
cause it. : 


Here in Southeast Missouri 
there was work to be done. Here 
at Lilbourne there was industrial 
change to mechanization in the 
cotton fields and there was inter- 
racial tension. Two of the Delmo 
Labor Homes projects were here, 
one for whites and one for Ne- 
groes. The Government, after 
puilding the homes, wishing to re- 
nounce. responsibility for them, 
had tried to sell them at auction, 
which would have resulted in the 
eviction of the families occupying 
them. To avert this, well-wishers 
organized and bought the projects 
and resold the houses to the oc- 
cupants, 

Here was an all-Negro colony 
of 70 houses at the northern edge 
of the town which had been ac- 
cepted with some tolerance when 
it was a Government project but 
which as a racially segregated 
community of home owners was 
regarded with less favor. This 
was evidenced by complaints that 
were made against the Negro chil- 
dren passing through the town to 
and from their school, which re- 
sulted in an order for them to de- 
tour through the outskirts and 
later restricting them to the rail- 
road tracks.

Christian church, it seemed that a 
camp of the Quaker workers 
might ease the tension by setting 
an example of inter-racial for- 
bearance and co-operation, HEd- 
ward Miller, head of the work 
camp section of the American 
Friends Service Committee, 
thought so too.

There was something that the 
work campers could do, The 
people needed a community house 
as a meeting place and for group 
recreation. One of the cottages, 
with partitions removed, had been 
made to serve but it was inade- 
quate, The utility building erected 
during government control could 
be remodeled and equipped for 
the purpose. The rule of the 
service committee is to send camp 
workers only where they are 
wanted. The colonists held a 
meeting and invited the workers 
to come. 

The service committee selected 
from its list of applicants the 
workers regarded as most suitable 
and Mstructed them to report at 
Lilbourn. So late in June they 
came and established themselves 
in the house of the former man- 
ager of the white project on the 
other side of town.

The Delmo Negroes at first held 
aloof. This was something new 
in their experience and they didn’t 
understand it. For a while they 
watched the workers from afar, 
keeping their place according to 
their custom where the activities 
of white folks were concerned. 
Brother Eckels, their preacher, ex- 
plained it to them and their lead- 
ers, aged Andrew Bean and youth- 
ful Charles Mountjoy, told them 
the white folks wanted the men 
and boys to come and help. They 
shook their heads at that, for it

folks, but some of them came 
timidly and asked if there was 
something that they' could do and 
were happy when they were put to 
work, It was an honor for them 
to have a hand in creating what 
was to be their community house.

The people of the town contrib- 
uted $126.50 and the Negroes of 
the colony came through with 
$59.01. Some contributions were 
received from outside and the re- 
mainder of the $600 needed for 
materials was put up by the 
Delmo Homes Committee, to be 
repaid in small monthly payments 
by the colonists. 

There may have been people in 
Lilbourn who, when they were 
told that the Quakers were com- 
ing, expected to see bonneted 
women and men in buckled knee 
breeches and wearing flat hata, 
with thees and thous in their 
speech, but there was nothing 
Quakerish about the young people 
who worked with hammers and 
saws and pots of paint, singing as 
they worked, They were just like 
everybody else except in one par- 
ticular and in that they were un- 
observed. Every morning before 
the workers left their house there 
was a brief season of silence and 
meditation in the Quaker manner, 
and although only one of them 
was of the Quaker faith they all 
were strengthened and sweetened 
in their spirits by the simple ob- 
servance and came to think that 
maybe the Quakers had something 


in their silence and meditation to | 


share with all the world. 
On the day when the work was 


finished Andrew Norman, mainte- 
nance man for all the Delmo 
Labor Homes, came by and 
scanned the building with a prac- 
ticed eye and pronounced it a 
nice job, Andrew Bean and Char- 
lie Mountjoy camo near and 
looked upon what had  0»been 
wrought and called it good and on 
behalf of their people thanked the 
white folks who had come as 
strangers and stayed as friends. 

The white folks went away with 
the conviction that now there was 
less inter-racial tension than there 
had been when they came,
